014) STORY OF BUYING A FARM 


The Ranch er Became 
Suspicious 


That They Were Frauds and 


Notified Hie Officers. 


BAKTA ROSA, Cal., March 19.— A clever 


attempt to bunco William Crane, one of 
the wealthy farmers living near Santa 
Rosa, was frustrated here this evening. 
About two weeks ago a large, BiuootV 
faced, well-dressed gentleman came here, 
representing _liimaelf as in search of a 
farm. 
He went out ami' looked at 


Crane's. He came here .again last night, 
and recister^d. at the Occidental hotel aa 
James Swann. With him was a smaller 
man, with a dark mustache, who regis- 
tered as James Fox. Each secured u 
team from the livery stable this morn- 
ing, ami went into the country, but in 
different directions. 


The big man went to JCraue'a place 


and represented himself as Dun McGar- 
vey, a nephew of Judge MeGarvey of 
TJkinh. He told Crane he knew hia eon, 
E. L. (Jiauc of Ukiah, and that hia EOII 
bad recommended him to come and 
buy the farm. Ho said he was from 
Alabama, and hud been left a big for- 
tune by his father. He said he had 
$40,000 In government scrip which he 
had exchanged in San Francisco for 
greenbacks. 


He allowed Crane a big roll of green- 


backs amounting to that sum. Crane 
did not want to sell his farm here, but 
proposed that they go up and see his 
Dry Greek farm. They started on the 
road, and Boon met a man who said his 
buggy had broken down, and wanted to 
ride with them. This was the confed- 
erate, Fox, and after a little talk they 
proposed to have a game of cards with 
Crane. Crane became suspicious and 
remarked that he believed they were 
frauds. 


The men soon after left him, agreeing 


to meet him again tonight. Crane hur- 
ried to town end notified the officers, 
who watched at the stables for the re- 
turn of the men. The bit? man, how- 
ever, beat him to town and left on the 
3.30 train for San Francisco. The other 
man drove to Freestone, hired a boy to 
bring his team here, and is believed to 
have taken the narrowgauge train for 
Kan Francisco. 
Officers 
have tele- 


graphed a description of the men all 
over the country, and it ia believed thev 
will be captured. The men areblieved 
to be members of a bold band of coun- 
terfeiters, who intended to swindle 
Crane out of his farm or to beat him out 
of a big sum by the card game or change 
racket. Telegram's have been received 
from Judge AlcGarvey and Crane's son 
at Ukiah, saying they never heard of 
Dan MeGarvey. 


THE MES CAUGHT. 


SAN RAFAEL, March 19.— James Fox 


and James W. Swalm, two bunco men,' 
were arrested here today upon informa- 
tion received from Sheriff Sam Allen of 
Santa Kosa, charging them with trying 
to bunco a rancher living near Santa 
Rosa ont of a large aum of money. They 
were arrested at fian Anselmo and 
lodged in the jail here. When they 
were arrested they tried to hide a small 
valise, but upon being detected claimed 
the valise. It was at n'rst reported that 
they had about $39,000 in counterfeit 
money, but upon being searched noth- 
ing was found. They claim to have re- 
cently arrived from Texas. 


DODGING THE OFFICERS. 


Blanck: Managing to Eat Pretty 


Regularly. 


SEATTLE, Wash., March 19. — The hunt 


lor Thomas Blanck and his confederates, 
Tvho escaped from the county jail, con- 
tinues with unabated energy, and the 
ringleader has nut only kept out of the 
way, but has also managad to eat pretty 
regularly. There ia hardly any doubt 
that he is concealed in the heavy timber 
near here. 
Monday morning about 9 


o'clock Blanck went to a little school 
house up on the hill from the railroad 
track and asked for food. When in- 
formed that he was at a school house he 
aaked who lived in the next house some 
distance away, and made special in- 
quiries as to whether the owner was an 
officer or took the morning papers. The 
answer being favorable he went to the 
place, which was occupied by a Mr. 
Basaett, and asked for work and some 
food, and on receiving the latter he left. 
Before returning to the heavy timber 
Blauck told Bassej;t that he -had two 
•companions waiting for him on the hill. 
Later in the afternoon of tho same day 
a man who answers Blanck's description 
met some children and uUained food 
from them. 


SEAMEN WILL STRIKE. 


An Increase of $10 Per Month is 


Demanded. 


SSAN FRANCISCO, March 19.- -Tho sail- 


ore* union has declared war against the 
ship owners and the probable result will 
be a strike among seamen from Portland 
to San Diego. For the past two years 
coast seamen have received $25 a month, 
but an increase of $10 is demanded. 
(Several crews have been taken from ves- 
sels ready for sea, hut they have • all 
been replaced. The last strike of the 
union ended with the blowing up of 
John Curtin's sailor boarding house. 
The crime was never Gxed on anybody, 
but it waa generally lail at the door of 
the union. Shipowners have so far re- 
fused to accede to the demand, and 
within a few days a general seamen's 
•strike will be declared. 


Assaulted and Robbed. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 19.— Mrs. James 


W. Cliit, the wife of a street car con- 
ductor, was assaulted and robbed as she 
wae entering her houee after leaving her 
husband at the front gate. Her husband 
had given her $10, and it ia supposed 
that the thief, who was secreted m the 
hallway, saw the act, and just as she 
ntepped np to the door he sprang upon 
her and demanded the money, $o of 
which she had in her month, aud which 
the robber proceeded to choke out of 
her, hat in this he was unsuccessful; 
but he did succeed in taking three rings 
from her fingers. He ia supposed to be 
one of tne Stagg robbers. 


Will Ask an Explanation. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.— It is proba- 


ble that Ambassador Bavard will bo in- 
structed to call the attention of the Brit- 
ish government to U.e ultimatum to 
Nicaragua, and will aHk an explanation 
•of Great Britain's purposes.

Two Poor Relatives Receive $125,- 


ooo Each by so Doing. 


NEWARK, N.J., March 19.— Provided 


the name of Clark is permanently hy- 
phenated with their own names, John 
James Wright and hie sister, Miss Eliza- 
beth Montgomery Campbell, of No. 371 
Mount Prospect avenue, will each re- 
ceive $125,000 by the will of their groat 
uncle, John Clark, who died in Scot lam 
April 11,1894. Clark waa a relative of 
the Clarksof thread fame, a distinctively 
clannish family of Scots with wealth 
running well into the millions. The 
legatees are compatively poor and have 
lived with Robert Gumming, a relative, 
since the death of their parents in 1S90. 
When this rather curious will was made 
known to Judge Child o! the circuit 
court a siatement accompanied the in- 
strument which set forth'that the lega- 
tees would make the addition to their 
names provided the court would eanc- 
tion the change.

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CHINA'S STATESMAN. 


ARRIVAL OF LI HONG CHANG IN 


JAPAN. 


Fhe General Terras of Hia Authority 


Are to Cede Territory and Pay 


a Cash Indemnity. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.— Li Hung 


Chang's arrival in Japan is regarded in 
official circles as one of the most signifi- 
ant events of recent days. It is the 
first time in hia life that the venerable 
tatesman of China has set foot outside 
of Chinese soil. At his advanced age he 
now journeys to China's traditional 'foe 
o offer enormous concessions aa a means 
of securing peace. 


It can be stated positively and author- 


tatively that the general terms of peace 
are already understood, and all that re- 
mains is the arranging 01 details within 
certain specified limits. 


The general terms have been brought, 


ibout by the efforts of United- States 
Hiniaters Denby in China and Dun in 
Cokio. It was even feared at a late 
date that. Li's mission might fall through 
owing to the vagueness of "hia authority 
to treat and cede territory. . This was 
arranged, however, through the activity 
of the United States ministers showing 
.hat the mission would otherwise prove 
utile. The general terms of Li Hung 
Ctmng'o authority are to cede territory, 
pay a cash indemnity and grant the in- 
dependence of Corea. The exact amuiiut 
it the cash indemnity is not fixed nor is 
.he kind of metul it is to be paid in 
agreed upon. These and thobouudarica 
of the ceded territory are yet to be ar- 
ranged. So far aa the arrangement has 
advanced, Princo Li'a mission ia ex- 
nected to be consummated within a few 
days unless some unexpected hitch oc- 
curs. 
• 


Count Ito, one of the two Japanese 


mvoys, is a close personal friend of Li 
J.ung Chang, the two having settled 
.heCoreaii trouble in 1835. So great is 
he Japanese confidence in Li's ability 
;o see that China carries out an agree- 
ment, that his promise of a settlement 
will probably pave the way to a epeedy 
cessation of the war. The reports that 
Russia mil intervene to stop the agree- 
ment are known to be misleading from 
wsitive information received here. The 
authorities believe that there will be no 
word or trouble from Russia. 
The 


same ig believed to be true aa to France, 
although not with the.same certainty. 


THEY LISTENED PATIENTLY. 


Utah's Representative Women Ar- 


gue for Suffrage. 


SALT LAKU, Utah, March 19.— Utah's 


representative women had full and un- 
disputed right of way before the com- 
mittee on elections and suffrage today, 
beginning at 10.30 o'clock. The delega- 
tion numbered nearly three score. They 
were present to give au indorsement of 
,he memorials submitted to the conven- 
tion yesterday asking for the enfran- 
chisement of the fair sex of this terri- 
x>ry. And they gave that indorsement 
,o the entire satisfaction of the com mi t- 
;ee, which listened patiently and inter- 
estedly to the arguments in favor of its 
adoption. 


Ten of the fifteen mnmbera have al- 


ready given their indorsement. The 
other five are of the opinion that the 
constitution should not contain anything 
concerning woman suffrage; that it is a 
meation that should be left entirely to 
lie state legislature. 


To be Inquired Into, 


WASHINGTON, March 19. — The inter- 


state commerce commission ia preparing 
for an extensive tour of the west in or- 
der to hear cases that have arisen in that 
section which demand adjudication. The 
•atea from Pueblo and Denver to Ca i- 
:ornia are to be inquired into. The Col- 
orado people claim that they cannot 
manufacture and ship rails, machinery 
or other articles successfully, while Chi- 
:ago, St. Louis and other places on the 
Missouri river can ship the same articles 
xi California at very much lower rates. 


Contributed Funds to Rebels. 


which have been found upon tbe rebels 
who were captured at the time of the 
recent attack upon Bocasdel Toro, when 
the Mexican bandit, Catarina Garcia, 
was killed, disclose the fact that certain 
nigh officials in Nicaragua contributed 
funds and arms to the robeln who were 
engaged in the attack upon the place. It 
is also 1 ^Heved that another attack upon 
Bocas del Toro is contemplated.

Charges 
Against Inspector 


McLauffhllu-Bail Fixed 


at $20,000, 


NEW YORK, March 19.— Inspector Mc- 


Laughlin, Captains Soebert, Murphy, 
Price and Donahue and ex-Captain IJev- 
ery, indicted by the grand jury for ac- 
cepting bribes, were arraigned today. 


• • In tbe corridors the captains talked 
excitedly with their chiefs, and all pro- 
fessed ignorance aa to what evidence 
they eouhi have been indicted upon.' 
When it was added that au the prisoners 
were wanted in the court of over and 
:erminer, where District Attorney Fel- 
.ov>8 was wailing to us the amount of 
bail, the men filed into line and, headed 
by Inspector Williams, entered tho court 
room. Inspector William Mi-Lau»hlin 
was the tirst called to the nar. The in- 
spector, pale and trembling visibly, was 
addressed 
by the 
clerk, who " Eaid : 


"There are five indictments agaiuat 
you." 


Justice Ingrahiun was handed the 


lapers in the case and upon tho recom- 
mendation of District Attorney Fellows 
the bail was fixed at $20,000. The bail 
on the first charge was fixed at $10,000 
and each of the other four at ?2500. The 
bail of J. J. Donime was fixed at $2500; 
Michael J. Murphy $10,000 ; ex-Cfiptain 
William Devoys' bail waa fixed at 410,- 
000. In the case of ex-Captain John T. 
Slephenson no warrant waa issued as he 
is now under $3000 bail pending a new 
trial for bribery. There are three in- 
dictments agamat Henry W. Schill, one 
for bribery, one for perjury and one for 
extortion. On the first two charges bail 
was made at $5000 each and on the latter 
$1000. Captain Jacob Seibert was held 
in $10,000 and Captain J. R. Price in 
$2500 for extortion. Edward Glennon, 
who ia under indictment and out on 
$5000 bail, had $5000 added. James 
Burns is under indictment and District 
Attorney Fellows said he had good rea- 
son to believe he would appear to give 
bail. The amount was nut fixed. Car- 
penter is not on the force now and lives 
in New York. 


As noon as the formality of fixing bail 


was over they were taken back to the 
district attorney's office where their 
bondsmen were examined. 


The indictments against Inspector 


McLaughliii allege that the offenses were 
all committed while he was in command 
of tho old slip station— the first precinct. 
Each indictment contains five counts — 
four for bribery and one for extortion. 
The first lour aro under the allegation 
that curtain sums were paid to McLaugh- 
in and received by him aa a bribe, upon 
the uuderrtanding that he was to pro- 
tect the giver from police interference. 


" The indictments against 
Captni ns 


Donohne and Price charge them with 
attempted extortion in that they en- 
deavored to obtain money from Jared 
Flagg Jr., by threatening to prosecute 
him for renting flats for immoral pur- 
poses. 


Captain Murphy is indicted for ac- 


cepting a bribe of $oO on April'l, 1893, 
from Robert Payne, who formerly kept 
a concert hall on Eighth avenue, to pro- 
tect Payne from police interference. " 


Ex-Captain Devoy ia indicted for 


bribery and extortion. 
The specific 


complaint ia that he took $100 from 
Francis W. Sergriat Jr. on May 30. 1891. 
Sergrist was at than time tearing down a 
building on Devoy's beat. 


Ex-Captain Carpenter entered the 


court room soon after the other cases 
had been disposed of and was admitted 
to bail in $10,000.

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 19.— This after- 


noon the Danish steamer Horaa, with 
197 negro emigrants, steamed down the 
river on her long journey to Liberia. 
The decks were crowded with emigrants 
and their baiig&ge. The wharves along 
the river were crowded with negroes 
and . whites. 
Thousands of negroes 


c leered the emigrants, who sent back 
c icers, while their leader violeutly 
waved a large American flag. The emi- 
grants are in excellent shape for colon- 
izing purposes. They carry an immense 
amount of baggage, probably 500 large 
boxes being taken on the steamship. 
They expended several thousand dollars 
for agricultural implements, household 
coods, etc., and are thoroughly equipped 
for their new life.

Coudrey 'a wife and 
ive children are now living at "Rock- 
ord Heaven" and have resisted all 
fforts to secure their return, being un- 
iuly influenced, he claims, by Schwein- 
urth.

MANUFACTURERS MEET 


POSSIBILITIES OF THE SAN JOA- 


QDIN VALLEY. 


The Bivers Could Supply the Power 


Needed by Feeders to the 


Sew Road. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 20.— The sec- 


ond day's session ot the manufacturers' 
convention commenced today with a 
large attendance of visitors. A commit* 
tee on constitution and by-laws was ap- 
pointed by the chairman and a resolu- 
tion requesting the city of Sacramento 
to let a contract for pumping works to 
California manufacturers was adopted. 
, -''What statistics show9' was the sub- 
ject of a paper in which James O'Leary 
sought to show that California manufac- 
turers compare very favorably with those 
of eastern states. 


J. L. Norton of Napa spoke of "Glove 


leather," stating that there waa about 
$250,000 invested in manufacturing that 
.product in California. He said only 
one-quarter of the state's output of this 
leather was consumed at home, the bal- 
ance beiiin shipped east. 


During the afternoon numerous other 


papers were read, including the follow- 
ing: 
"Our Manufacturers From a "Retail- 


ers' Standpoint," by F. W. Dorhman; 
"The Utilization of Our "\Vater Power," 
by A. P. Brayton; "The Decline of the 
Cigar Making Industry in California," 
by G. W. Snyder, who asserts that an 
unreasonable prejudice against home- 
made cigars had caused California to 
drop from the fourth place among the 
tobacco manufacturing states to twelfth 
place; "Art and Ornamental Glass," by 
William Schroeder. 


Professor W. F. Chasaon, an elec- 


trical engineer, spoke of the infinite 
possibilities of the San Joaquin valley. 
He dwelt upon the power of the rivers 
of the valley, declaring that by electric 
transmission, they would supply power 
for all the railroad lines needed aa feed- 
era to the San Joaquin Valley railroad. 


Oharleg M. Shortridee, proprietor of 


the Call, EpoVe for fifteen minutes on 
the attitude of the preas toward the con- 
vention. In the courao of his speech he 
said the press should urge upon all the 
patronage of home industry in prefer- 
ence to the eastern goods even at a sac- 
rifice. A considerable portion of his re- 
marks was devoted to a denunciation of 
silurianism, and he promised to expose 
some of the Silurians who shouted for 
the valley road, but declined to contrib- 
ute to it or to any other home industry 
unless they were furnished with govern- 
ment bonds of three times tbe value of 
every cent they loaned.

Company's mine No. 5 at Red tnnyou, 
seven milea from Evaustou, with tor- 
rible results. 


James B. Bruce, mine foreman and 


ex-county 
commissioner of 
Uiutah 


county, Wyo., was instantly killed by 
flying timbers, also four others. Aa far 
as found the others are William Sel- 
lers Jr., James Clark and Edward Cor. 
Ihe other man has not been identified. 
All of them were killed by flying timbers. 


0. B. Maltby, Andrew Mason and 


Jerry Crawford tire badly hurt, but may 
recover. About 150 men aro employed 
at this mine, and most all had pone out. 
Among those thought to be dead are 
Willard Brown, John Fearn, Samuel 
Tbomaa and son, Mr. Burton, Samuel 
Chambers and Will Sellers, Sr., and son. 
The covering of the slope and buildings 
were blown to pieces. The mine was 
considered one of the safest and beet 
conducted in the state. 


Later — O. B. Maltby, superintendent 


of motive power,, has since died ; also 
the boy, Jerry Crawford, Eight men 
have been brought out of the mine, so 
burned as to be past identification with 
the exception of one, James Lamb. All 
hope of rescuing; anybody alive is given 
up. The death roll numbers 150. 


DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


The Exact Number 
of Persons 


Killed Not Known. 


COLOQ.VE, March 20,— A. terriblo ex- 


pluglon of dynamite took place in Sal- 
mouth in the district of Bussel Dorf. 
The cargo of ttie ship Elizabeth, con- 
sisting of 2000 kilos of dynamite, wag 
being unloaded when the explosion oc- 
curred, killing a number of people and 
doing a vast amount of damage. The 
exact number of persons killed ia not 
yet known. The force of the explosion 
waa felt for miles, and shoott the earth 
as if it were an earthquake. Several 
houses collapsed at Keoken and other 
villages, and windows were shattered 
within a wide area. 


At Cleve, five miles from the scene of 


the explosion, doors were blown off and 
window frames were smashed. 
The 


bodies of five victims of the explosion 
have already been recovered, and sii 
persons believed to have been killed are 
missing. The force of the explosion was 
so great that three vessels at Lobith, 
the last Butch village on the Rhine, were 
sunk. Two hundred and twenty tons 
of explosive were taken, in six boats 
from Lobith to fialmouth laat Janu- 
ary enronte to Antwerp, whence it was 
to have been bhipped to Australia, Ow- 
ing to the ice blockade in the river the 
dynamite was landed at Salmouth where 
it was stored, awaiting the reopening of 
navigation. In the meantime the Eliza- 
beth had been chartered to take the dy- 
namite forward and the cargo was being 
stored when part of it exploded. The 
cause of the explosion ie unknown, 


CARSON MINT ROBBERY. 


Sadler WUl Return to the Repub- 


lican Fold. 


CARSON, Nev., March 20.— The only 


new developments in the mint scandal 
is a report which reached here this 
evening that two bara of gold bullion 
had been sold recently in Virginia City 
to Joe Douglas, a stockbroker. It is also 
reported that the exact amount of the 
shortage hae been figured at $o6,400. 
The mint men still refuse to talk.

Tho coroner's jury de- 
cided that young Clancy had caused his 
father's death, but made no recommen- 
dation.

An appro- 
priation of $3500 has been mado for this 
lurpose, and as the sum ia BO small It ia 
quite possible that the commission will 
oneist of employes of the interior de- 
partment. 


Secretary Smith hits said to all of the 


risiting delegations of Indians, no mat- 
er from what portion oi the country 
hey came, that if they have no desire 
o sell their lands the department has 
no purpose to urge them to do so ; he 
ireiers they should keep their lands if 
hey can make use of them. To one 
leleeation he recently paid he thought 
t would be a ^o^B thing if thev would 
divide their reservation tracts' among 
hemselves in some equitable manner 
and farm such portions AS they could 
and lease the remainder to farmers who 
vould pay them a reasonable sum fir- • 
;he privilege. In the case of the Bel- 
map and Blackfoot Indiana it may be 
ound advantageous to the Indians to 
iiepose of a portion of their lands, aa the 
area ia considered much larger than they 
can handle judiciously. 


Probably some difficulty will arise 


when the Secretary comes to carry out 
he portion of the law providing for a 
decrease of 20 per cent in Ihe number 
>f contract schools. He is not allowed 
to make contracts with more than 80 
per cent of the contract schools with 
which contracts were made for the pres- 
ent fiscal vear.

OUR MARKET. 


We seem to be getting back our egg 


market across the bjrder. Last week 
ten carloads were shipped from Montreal 
to New York, and realized a net profit to 
the shipper of 3 cents above what he 
could ge't at home. The demand there 
is still far from exhausted, and further 
supplies from Canadian points will prob- 
ably find a rising market. This rem mds 
us of old times. Before the passage oi 
the McKinley act our egg exports across 
the border ran into quite large nenres, 
amounting in J8SO to 14,011,017 dozen, 
of the value of $2,15d,725. The 5-cent 
duty of that tariff cut down these ex- 
ports to the value of $324,355 in the fis- 
cal year endiig June 30, 1S93-— Cana- 
dian Trade Review. 


That is very pleasant news for our 


Canadian neighbors, but somehow or 
other it fails to arouse that joyous feel- 
ing which, according to the free traders, 
we ought to feel because we are permit- 
ted to buy cheap foreign eggs. We have 
had the eggs, of course, hat the Canadi- 
ans have our money, and of the latter 
commodity the American farmer and 
poaltry raiser has none too much. At 
any rate, the American rooster declines 
to crow over Canadian egee, which come 
into this country under the tariff reform 
regime to depreciate the product o! the

render. 


Moreover it can hardly be held that a 


pretense constitutes "fighting" in this 
case more than in any other. The sol- 
dier who stands in the ranks and fires in 
the air while waiting to receive the en- 
emy's gold can hardly be considered in 
opposition to that enemy, or if he is, 
the supposition is an erroneous one. 
Judas lacariot was scarcely a friend of 
the Nazarene while he waited to receive 
silver for selling Him, and neither can a 
paper rightfully be esteemed a friend of 
the people while it stands ready to sell 
their interests for a monopoly's coin. 
In each instance the genuine adherence 
s to the wrong.

NEW YORK, March 15.— Although 


Senor Muraga, the Spanish minister at

Bteamer bv the Spanish man-of-war, 
saying: "It doea not matter what the 
Spanish minister may think about it, 
but I can tell you this is no fish story. 
The Allianca was about Bix leagues off 
the shore at 6.30 on the morning oi 
March 8th. 
"I was not the officer of the deck, as 


Mr. Kuasell was on the bridge and the 
captain was looking around. 
When 


about three miles off we hpiated onr en- 
sign and dipped it three time! and the 
oncoming steamer answered it with a 
Bimilar salute. 
Shortly afterwards I 


recognized her to be a Spanish man-of- 
war. We kept on our course which waa 
a little farther off land than usual, be- 
ing about three leagues from the shore. 
I waa standing aft when we signalled 
and waa very much surprised when the 
warship opened fire on us. The first 
three shots were evidently blanks, as 1 
saw no shells touch the water." First 
Officer Corning warmed up as he related 
the story of the firing, and aaid: 


"Now mind you, wo did not slow up; 


not a hit. We kept on onr way. After 
firing the three blank ahots the Spanish 
boat waa in our wake about three milea 
off aud she hauled her head to the 
leeward BO as to let her guna bear on us, 
when she fired three shots at. intervals 
of a quarter of an hour. Two of the 
shells dropped -100 yards on our star- 
board quarter, and they landed the 
third a Bimilar distance on our port 
quarter.

the court would have no power to im- 
pose a less punishment upon him. 


"Why a man Belling a railroad ticket, 


because it is a railroad ticket, should be 
thus severely punished, while a man 
who steals the property of a private in- 
dividual ol many times the value of a 
railroad ticket may be fined but a small 
amount, is something beyond my com- 
prehension. To sell a railroad ticket of 
the value of 10 cents a second time 
makes a man a criminal under thia act 
with no less a penalty attached than a 
fine of $200, and yet a person may steal 
from a poor man all he has—as long aa 
it is under $50 in value—and the penalty 
therefor Is a fine of any sum leaa than 
$500 and imprisonment not to exceed 
eix mouths. For no other reason than 
this the law should not be enacted. Be- 
yond this there are other objections, all 
of which it ia needless to state. 
"Under section 1 of the act it is pro- 


vided that it shall be the duty of owners, 
lessees, etc., of transportation compa-

thereby a system, either state or inter- 
state, of requiring owners of railroads to 
pay for the privilege of thus Belling 
through connecting lines would be es- 
tablished.

Under a division EUggest- 
ed by Orriu M. Johnson in tbe Irriga- 
tion Age, there would bo fifty-eight 
states and territories in all, and the av- 
erage populations of the new divisions 
would be about 380,000, while the aver- 
age size would be 73,500 square miles. 


The advantages o< such a repartition 


are apparent. With each state prepared 
by nature to handle its own irrigation 
enterprises; with no opportunity for 
harassing difficulties between states, the 
intelligence of men would aoun teach 
them that their prospectof development 
and growth in population lay entirely 
in their own hands. Great irrigation 
systems we must have if we would de- 
velop our natural resources. Whether. 
the suggested plan ia "^est adapted to 
further our progress; whether its ad- 
vantages would more than compensate 
for its disadvantages, are questions that 
demand consideration , but, at any rate, 
the plan ig worthy of tbe attention of 
all thoughtful citizens who are interested 
in the welfare of this western country.

RECORD YOUR MARRIAGE CON- 


TRACTS. 


If there are any young women (or 


young men, for tbat matter) who are 
more married than they have generally 
acknowledged; i. e., it any contract 
marriages have been made hereabout, 
tbe parties will be deeply interested in 
a law passed by the recent legislature. 
It amends the law under which unre- 
corded contract marriages were legal, in 
the following language: 


Marriage must be licensed, solemn- 


ized, authenticated and recorded as pro- 
vided in the article; hut non-compli- 
ance with its provisions by other than 
the parties to the marriage does not in- 
validate that marriage. 


That is to say, if you fancy you are 


married by contract you must record 
the instrument of contract or you will 
iome day ascertain that you are not 
wedded at all, although it seemed a 
good deal that way. 


The law is one of the best that waa 


enacted by the legislature. There has 
been too much of Darby (aged 17) and 
Joan (aged 15) taking a ride some moon- 
light evening, and coming back to an- 
nounce to their surprised papas and 
nammaa that they were a good deal 
married, or perhaps coming back to an- 
nounce nothing, as did that poor girl in 
San Francisco whom the currish Simon 
Meyers would have left to carry the 
odium of disgrace down into her gravts, 
sooner than to acknowledge that she was 
hie wife.

The 
injuries of Shepich, while serious, are 
noi thought to be fatal.

FOUNDED OS FALSE PKIKCIPLES 


Kasteru States Have Kleiible Laws 


Wbiek Have Stood for Many 


Geiieratious. 


California has had no end ot trouble 


on account of the county novemmeut 
bills whii-b have l»een passed from time 
to time, only to prove unsatisfactory and 
to bu repealed or amended at theearliest 
opportunity. 
Where statesmen have 


failed, it ia presumption on tho part of 
an ordinary individual to offer eugges- 
tions; yet 1 will venture to eay that auc- 
cesa will never be attained until the idea 
of any and all county government bills j 
ia abandoned, and 
one general law I 


relative to salaries and terms of of&w 
shall be made for the whole state. There 
never was any reason or excuse lor a 
classification of counties in the firat 
place; and the sooner it'is dispensed 
with, and a uniform law paaaed, tha 
aooiier the muddles and difficulties will 
be cleared away, and California will be 
placed on aii equal footing with older 
states which had satisfactory codes be- 
fore California had a school house. 


There are states with laws regulating 


salaries and oflites which are satisfac- 
tory and which work without a jar, for 
tenerations, and are so simple that no 
court is necessary to interpret them. 
This etate could copy one of these Inwa 
nearly verbatim, and end the incessant 
changincof the county government acts.

The underlying principle of auch a 


law should be that each officer receive 
pay in proportion to the amount of work 
he performs and the responsibility rest- 
ing on him. No objection can be offered 
to the principle in the abstract. The 
difficulty might be supposed to lie in 
making's, rule applicable to large' and 
small, rich and poor counties alike. It 
can be done without specifying any 
particular county. The law will wort 
39 well in populous and wealthy Ala- 
mcda aa in the small county of Mono. 


There are two methods of paying oifi- 


• cers. Oneia by a fixed salary, such as 


we have for moat ot the county officers. 
The other is by fees aud percentages, 
based on the amount of work performed, 
BUCU as now applies to justices of the 
peace. The laiter is the right method. 
The fee system of California was not 


. fixed with a view of applying it to tbe 


payment of salaries, and some changes 
'could be advantageously made looking to 
that end; but, take it as it ia, it would 
fulfill that purpose very well in several 
of the offices, that of sheriff, recorder 
and clerk, in particular.

Take the recorder's oilice as an exam- 


ple. There is a fee for every paper filed. 
Let the recorder do the work for the 
fees, and hire such help as is necessary, 
In large counties the feca would be 
large aud much help would be needed 
In small counties like Alpine the re- 
corder and pernaps one assistant could 
do the work, and tho pay would he in 
proportion to the work and responsi- 
bility. The; question of deputies and 
their pay would rest entirely with the 
recorder. Lie could hire as many as he 
needed. 
The same argument applies to the 


sheriff and county clerk. The fees oi 
these offices are large, and are in exact 
proportion to the amount of work done, 
The tax collector's office is not one o 
fees, and his pay should be regulated bj 
a tiied percentage on money collected 
Here again the pay would be in exact 
proportion to the work done, and nni 
f ormly so all over the state. The same per 
centage ayatem would apply to the audi- 
tor who gives warrants for money, anc 
to the treasurer who pays it. The per 
centage should be -large enough to pay 
for all work done in the oflice. Thi 
beauty of it i= that it adjusts itself ti 
all counties. For example, if the Lo 
Angeles treasurer handles $1,000,000 a 
year, at 1 per cent commission, ^he paj 
is $10,000, from which he pays his depu 
ties; aud if Sierra county's treasure 
handles $100,000 a year, the 1 tier cen 
would pay him $1000 salary. He woul 
need no help. t

The district attorney could not, nnde 


existing laws, be paid fees or commis 
sions, as none are connected with hi 
office. This could be arranged. Som 
states pay tbe district attorney a certai ber. 
sum, usually about $50, for each con 
"viction be secures. This will always r 
in proportion to the amount of wor 
done. If he needs help the income wi 
be sufficient to pay that help. Sa 
Francisco's district attorney would bav 
enough business to pay halt a doze 
good deputies. Tn Moiloa county he 
could probably do all the w^ork himself. 
The district attorney is often called upon 
for advice in civil matters, and provision 
could be made for this work. 


The superintendent of schools might 


be paid by a percentage on the school 
money expended, or by a fixed sum for 
each school room in the county, say $10, 
or if that is not enough, make it $ln or 
$20, but have it the earns all over the 
etate. 
The assessor handles no money and no 


fees of consequence. Hia pay could be 
equitably regulated by allowing him a 
fixed sum for each name>on tbe assess- 
ment roll. In large counties the pay 
would be enough to hire what help lie 
needed. 
In very small counties he 


would not need much help. 


The coroner's olfice ia /.roperly one of 


fees 
The public administrator'a salary 


could be arranged in the same way. 
There would seem no better inctbod of 
providing salary for the supervisors 
than to pay them by the day the eame 
as at present. 


As I have 
already said, the fee 


system was not fixed v,ith a view of 
making each office self sustaining, and 
there might be need of revision in order 
to attain that end. 
Aa it is, perhaps 


the sheriff's office and the recorder s 
oflice-'might not take fees enough to pay 
the salaries, but it would be no difficult 
matter so to arrange it that no trouble 
would arise on this score. It ia but juat 
and right that each office should be au- 
thorized to take fees and percentages 
sufficient to pay the men who do the 
work, and so long as the salaries regu- 
lated themselves to a scale in propor- 
tion to the amount of work done, no- 
body would suffer an injustice. 


Such a system would be flexible 


enough to conform to conditions. A 
county may only nave work enough this 
year to pay the sheriff's othce $3000; in 
three years, bv rapid development cuch 
as is common Iu California, the business 
may demand an outlay of $10,000 in sal- 
aries, 
nut the 
fees would increase 


along with the business, and the same 
law would fit exactly into the changed 
conditions. On the other hand, some 
county mi-jilt decrease in population 
and business, as Mariposa haa done. 
The income would decrease in the eame 


never certain that the court will not de- 
eide that he haa been drawing pay ille- 
gally. Hardly two persona understand 
the law alike It ia often iu conflict with 
itself, or people so understand it. Thia 
is because the law itself is not in accord- 
ance with reason. 


There is no prospect that the 
n<-«- 


county government act will be any more 
satisfactory, or that it'will aettle any 
more of the dispute*! questions. Al- 
though the act haa been in existence 
only a week, lawyers have already picked 
enough Haws in it to furnish grounds for 
live years of litigation: and the consti- 
tutionality of the whole act has already 
been seriously questioned, and trouhle 
without end ia promised. The nest leg- 
islature will, in all probability, he called 
upon to paed many amendments, or to 
enact an entirely ize«' law. It will be no 
bitter, if baee<i on the Faiuo principle.

is wrong. It is contlict with reason, and 


condemned by experience. It ia too 
uuh liko the laws of the Medea and 
ersiaus, indexible.

The fee and percentage system haa 
een tried and has proved satisfactory, 
'ithout exiiut data, hut nevertheless

I fixing salariee ii unknown. To enow 
ow nicely such a law adjusts itself to 
rcu.ni stances, it may be stated that in 
ome of the atates where counties are 
nail and court business limited, one 
uan without assistance can perform the 
ork ol two or three otlices, and does it. 
he fees of one oflice do not nay a suf- 
cient salary, and the law allows a man 
o run for two or three, and if elected 
he fees of all combined pay a reasonable 
alary. But when one 
office 
pays 


nough it ia very hard for a man to get 
imself elected to two. 
The people 


emulate thia matter very satisfactorily 
a occasiop requires. Scores of instances 
might bo cited, in old and staid counties 
D the east, where one man fills the office 
f both clerk and recorder; or the ollicea 
f sheriff, tux collectorand treasurer are 
lied by one man.

few men in the mauway lying near the 
exit. The balance met death on the 
seventh and eighth levels, one-third of 
a mile down the slope. 


W. J. OaBHiu, the coroner of TJintah 


county, impaneled a jury, which viewed 
the remains brought out, identified them 
and permitted relatives to take posses- 
sion of the bodies for burial.

The Board of Supervisors met in ad- 


journed session yesterday afternoon for 
the discussion and final settlement of 
the county insurance matter,, when the 
following conclusion was reached by the 
full board.

ment. An appeal to the seven agents 
present showed that only three of the 
seven were willing to make a further 
cut and these held unimportant policies, 
or their risks had been reduced in uuin-

muat trust somebody; trust yourselves 
rather than some man from San Fran- 
cisco or Chicago. Do your own busi- 
ness; don't hire some one elae to do it 
for you; or rather don't turn the entire 
control of it over to eomo one else and 
then complain because he gets all the 
profit. Why pay a packer $10 a ton to 
pack your raisins when you cau do it 
just aa well yourself for $57 Or 32)6 
cents a bos for lavers when you can 
pack them for 20 cents or less? You 
can save a least $5 a ton which now 
goes to the packer aa profit. Then take 
out $1 per ton ou all raisins packed to 
pay for building the house, and in one 
or two yeara you own your plant aud 
have beside at least $4 per ton on ail 
your raisins packed. This ia point num- 
ber 1 in favor of co-operation. 


Then the labor required to pack our 


raisins would largely bo found in each 
district, among the members of the 
growers' own families, and the money 
paid for that labor would be distributed 
among the growers themselves. 


A local packing house, packing 1000 


tons of raisins would thus distribute as 
pavment for labor from $8000 to $10,000 
am'oug the growers of that locality, none 
of which money they now get. This is 
point number 2 for co-operation, and a 
big point.

As there ia a disposition to stand apart 


from any organization and sell for cash 
in tbe sweat Ixix. it would be well for 
the growers to know one or two facts. 
Oue is, that notwithstanding tbe talk of 
short crop last season there were 200 
cars more of raisins shipped from Cali- 
fornia than during the season of 1893. 
Thia is official. Another fact ia that tbe 
estimate of good judges is that the crop 
of 1895 will exceed that of 1S94, with a 
favorable season. With a prospective 
increase of crop it need not take niore 
than average common senEe to figure 
out the probable price of raisina in tbe 
sweat bos, with the growers all disor- 
ganized—it would be just what the 
packer wonld advance to you on com- 
mission and certainly not ep much as 
last year. My own experience will illus- 
trate this. Having eome second crop 
raisins last March I went to a packer 
and asked him what he would pay me 
for them. He said that he would take 
them on commission and advance I,- 
cents, or would buy them at tbe same 
figure. Last season I obtained an ad- 
vance equal to tbe urice at which rai- 
aina were being bought in the sweat 
box at tbe time, thus proving that cash 
in the aweat box ia Uie anme aa the ad- 
vance the commission packer makea. It. 
ia aa a prominent packer said to me one 
clay:' "Theremay he some buying for 
cash, but the necessities of the growers 
will compel them to seek advances, and 
tuua tbe bulk of tbe crop will be handled

A recent interview published in the 
ECI'BLICAS in which a representative of 


the Cudahy Packing Company ol Los 


expressed the opinion that 


there was money for Fresno county 
ranchers in raising hogs, and that the 
Cudahy Company i-obld easily take 300 
hoga a day over and above the present 
supply, has eet some of our bueiueea 
men to thinking. 


The question is now asked, why should 


not Fresno have a packing house of its 
own? The capital required is small and 
the security ample. The returns would 
be speedy. No technical skill ia re- 
quired, except in the curing, and Euch. 
skilled labor as is needed could be easily 
obtained from Kansas City or Chicago. 
There is ft market for all the product 
right here at home. Employment would 
be given to our people. An immense 
amount 
of waste 
produce from the 


vineyards and orchardscould be utilized. 
The cost of shipment to'Los Angeles, 
reshipment to San FraucUco and iiiial 
resnipment to the valley towns would 
he eliminated. It ia an ascertained fact 
that many of the so-called eastern hams 
sold in thia city at high prices are Cali- 
fornia raised and California cured and 
have never at any time been out of the 
elate. 


There is already one pork packing 


house in Fresno which has passed be- 
yond the experimental stage. It ia 
owned by S. L. Evinger, and is located 
two miles north of town. In an inter- 
view yesterday Mr. Evinger said: "I 
operate the phice in connection with my 
slaughter house. I have experienced 
men with me whc have been in tbe 
business for years. T <io all my packing 
between November and April, and thia 
laat winter I havo packed something 
over 2100 hogs, all raised in the county. 
1 have no fear of the results. I get all 
the hogs right here at home, and those 
who supply me with them are anxious 
to raise more hogs. 


"If onr Freano people could once get 


onto the idea that a California-raised 
hog cured in Fresno is just as good as an 
eastern bain cured in Kansas City or 
Chicago, there would be an unlimited 
future here for hog raising and hog cur- 
ing. Any farmer with twenty acres of 
land can raise hogs and tind a market 
right at home. Any man who has a 
twenty-acre raisin vineyard or orchard 
mav make money out of the waste by 
converting it into hog meat. I venture 
to eay that there is just as good bacon 
cured in my packing house as can bo 
procured from the largest packing house, 
in LOB Angeles or San Francisco, while 
both the farmer and the customer save 
the coat of freight. iS 
ro man need be de- 


terred from raising hogs because he has 
poor land. 'Hog-wallow* land will an- 
swer the purpose. All that is necessary 
is a pool of water and an alfalfa patch. 
When it comes to the fattening season, 
an abundance of waste from the vine- 
yards and orchards can be had almost 
for the hauling, and grain ia cheap. 
Every vineyard in Fresno county ought 
to have a hog ranch attached to it. To 
my mind every hog raised in Fresno 
county could be.cured,-packed and sold 
right here in the county at a saving to 
the consumer of 3 or 4 cents a pound, 
and nine people out of ten would not 
know the meat from the eastern article." 


A. L. Hobha of the firm of Hobbs & 


Par eon B, commission merchants, said 
yesterday: "The scheme ia quite feasi- 
ble. We raise a lot of hogs here, and 
can raise a good many more. There ia a 
home market, and the plan would en- 
courage feeding lots of stuff like refuse 
raisins instead of throwing it on the 
market. It is simply nonsense for us to 
pay freight charges on hogs to Los An- 
geles, then another charge for the cured 
meat to Han Francisco, and the third 
charge back here again. The. only ob- 
jection I see is that work would have to 
atop during the hot season, but even 
that might begotten over by artificial 
cooling. There is no reason in the 
world why a eiugle pound of cured hog's 
meat should be irnuorted into California. 
Tt is simply preposterous that Kansas 
City and Chicago should fill our mar- 
kets with bacon when we have tbe op-

Besides 
there is a rather disagreeable reflection 
upon American citizens in the disputa- 
tion that none shall eerve on the com- 
mission to adjudge the damage. 


On the whole it is probable that the 


President will interfere to secure at 
least an amendment to the terms 
of the ultimatum by an appeal to 
the British government representing the 
great hardship that it would work to 
Nicaragua under her present depressed 
condition to prefer a demand for BO large 
an indemnity.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.—General 


Alooio Ezeta, who is safely housed in a 
comfortable hotel here, announces that 
a new rebellion m hiB interest has taken 
place in San Salvador. Tbe last steamer 
from the eouth brought a letter to Ezeta 
elating that on February 1st, last, Presi- 
dent Guiterrez unearthed a conspiracy 
that had been hatched for the purpose 
of reinstating Ezeta as head of tbe gov- 
ernment of San Salvador. Under Gui- 
tcrrez's orders all of the leading conspir 
atora were shot. Among them were 
Colonels Jiarries and Salgedo and Cap- 
tain Mangandi. Tbe chief of police was 
also immediately sbot. Agents of the 
government caused tbe arrest of many 
suspects. The letter adtia that all the 
prisoners who were in jail since Uie last 
uprising were ordered to he banged, and 
Ezeta saya by this time tbe order has 
been executed.

JOHN DOE'S KXPERIENCE. 


He Makes Up His Mind Not to Re- 


peat It. 


In December, 1893, John Doe rented 


Richard Roe's vineyard for the ensuing 
year upon the usual terms. That is, 
Doe agreed to properly care for the vine- 
yard, pick and cure the crop and haul 
the raisins to the packing house for one- 
half of the same. Doe industriously 
tilled the vineyard through the long, hot 
summer months, accummulating a few 
moderate bills in the meantime.' 


The work done would have amounted 


to ?7 per acre had Mr. Doc been work- 
ing for $20 per month and board. Tbe 
season grew apace and Mr. Doe cured 
thirty tons of raisins on Roe'a 40-acre 
vineyard. 


By being very economical he hauled 


trays to the vineyard, picked and cured 
tlie raising, hauled them to the packing 
house and gathered his trays from the 
field at.a minimum cost of $15 per ton. 
In Fp.bruary, 1895, we see Mr. Doe at 
the packing house. 


"We sold your raisins for 3% cents 


per pound," says the packer. Pleasant 
thoughts of debts liquidated and the 
temporary ownership of a few dollars, 
flit through Mr. Doe's mind. "Three 
centa anu a half! Why, tbe commis- 
uon system is all right." 
"But," says the packer, "we deduct 


packing expenses, commission, insur- 
ance, freight charges, storage and brok- 
erage irom the gross receipts, which 
will still leave you the neat aani of 
$27,50 per ton for your goods; and I as- 
sure you that Is a higher figure than 
rival establishments have realized."

PHOTOGRAPHY. 


A Novel Lecture Before the Camera 


Club. 


The regularly monthly meeting of the 


newly formed Fresno Camera club \vai 
held at 1S24 Mariposa street last even- 
ing. Lucius Baker presided with II. II. 
Alexander as secretary. Aftei tbe rend- 
ing of the minutes u discastion was had 
on the beat subjects to be selected for a 
photographic representation of Fresno 
county scenes to be sent to the great na- 
tional" exhibition of club work in New 
York at tue close of the year. It was 
decided that tbe county vineyards, irri- 
gation system, stock farms and alfalfa 
fields should receive due attention, and 
it was stated tbat ft number of vineyard- 
istsand ranchers have already offered 
inducements to club members to pay 
them a visit. After the business of tbe 
evening had been disposed of, President 
Baker invited the attention of those 
present to tbe subject of "Spirit Pho- 
tograrjhy," on which J. E. Nicholson 
had been asked to givo an illustrated 
lecture. 
' After exhibiting some "spirit" pic- 
tures which had been made iu tbe club 
room a few days previously, the lecturer 
spoke of the escitement produced in 
Europe away back in the sixties, when 
Prof. Crookea, F.R.S., of England, the 
discoverer of the metal thallium, avowed 
his conversion to the doctrine of spirit- 
ualism. About that time tbe windows 
of dealers in photographs began to be 
adorned with "spirit pictures." The 
converts to spiritualism insisted that 
these were actual spirit figures. The 
methods by which they were produced 
were fully explained by tbe lecturer, 
who finally "posed" one of theladioa in 
the audience, draped in a sheet, as a 
spirit, and photographed her as a trans- 
parent form floating among the mem- 
bers of tbe club. The lecturer also ex- 
hibited a light which, though it illum- 
inated every face in the room, was 
chemically "dark," BO aa not to affect a 
sensitive plate. 
He explained thai 


while a sensitive plate Tvilf show many 
Btara not visible to the eye with the 
same telescope, "the argument that a 
similar plate will reveal spirits not visi- 
ble to the eye does not hold good. 
Spirit photography was declared to he a 
raud, without any prejudice to the fact 
hat spiritualism itself has claims to 
onsideratioii.

Men come in 
constantly for early loans, say of $100, 
on their coming crop. The packer is 
willing to make such loans because he 
can watch tbe crops, bnt the banks are 
unwilling to risk their money on crop 
mortgages, which would entail the ne- 
cessity of watching the crop. Tbe fact 
is that quite a large number of thegrow- 
ers are irresponsible, and cannot obtain 
loans from the local banks. Even tbe 
packers, wuo are responsible, find the 
banks none too accommodating, and get 
the money they want from San Fran- 


W." M. (jrilQn, of the firm of Griffin 


& Skelley, one of the largest packing 
concerns in the valley, was inclined to 
regard the^growera' co-operative pack- 
ing-house proposition .13 not a very acri- 
ous menace to the commission packers, 
Mr. Griffin said: "The most serious 
difficulty in the way of this new pro 
posed co-operative concern ia the eame 
as befalls all co-operative enterprises— 
the lack of strong business men at tlie 
head; The distribution of raisins is a 
matter requiring great experience, tact 
and skill. It takes time to establish a 
connection, and when the connection 'it 
once established tbe iirmR doing bus! 
ness with an old established packing 
houae are not liable to break away. Tlte 
new concern will require time to have 
its brand established on the market 
while a known brand sells at, once."

SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY WINE. 


The Price is Advancing and the 


Outlook is Encouraging. 


Colonel Trevelyau of the Barton es- 


ate returned yesterday from Ban Fran- 
cisco, where he attended a meeting of 
the wine makers of the San Joaquin val- 
ey, who met last Saturday and unan- 
mously agreed to advance the price of 
sweet wine 2% centa per gallon, m accoid 
with the action of the state wine syndi- 
cate. 


It waa found in taking atoek of tbe 


viutaueof the valley that there ia now 
850,000 gallons iu stock, of which about 
250,000 gallons will be held over. The 
sweetwine growers of the valley are not 
members of tbe wine syndicate, but are 
icting in accord with it. The demand 
'.or California wine is steadily increas- 
ing, and it is believed that another ad- 
vance of %y> cents can be made in tbe 
near future, which will bring the price 
up to a fairly profitable figure _for the 
vineyardiata on the productive soil ol 
Lhia county. 


Tbe foreign demand for California 


wines ia increasing on account of their 
purity. With the advance, already made 
in price, with what is counted for thenear 
future, tbe business will be prosperous. 
Some peonlo predict that many Muscat 
vines which now l>enr raiaina will be 
grafted with wine grapes.

The cause of the rash attempt was de- 


spondency. Day before yesterday he 
had receive 1 a letter from China Btatinc 
the death of his father and the. serious 
illness of his mother. His mother waa 
said to be in destitute circumstances. 
He had no money to aend her, and in 
fact he has not been able to send his 
parents any money for the past two 
years, his assistance being almost their 
sole support. 
The Chinese are very 


dutiful to their parents, and the fact 
that he could not assist them preyed 
upon his mind. Hearing of the death 
of his father and tbe condition of his 
mother led the Chinaman to commit 
the rash ac.t.

The Welcome Rain.
